of the three undertakings are totally differ- 
ent, Time may see ull three fully realised, 
but.if co the manners of realisation will have 
been quite dissimilar. The Russian lino 
swroeu Siberia and’ through Manchuria is 
prnitically in existence. It is reasonably 
safe to prophecy that a British line to the 
Yangteze will be the last to be completed. 


‘We note with interest, not untinged with 
indignation, that the new British C volony or 
Dependency of Weihaivei ndt only his no 
Post Office, but is dependent upon. that of 
Chiua f.r the distribution of its correspon- 
dence.

special i issue of stamps for Kiaochau, and 
they bave taken every opportunity. to shdw 
the Chinese that, they are masters in the 
territory leased to them. We should do 
the same.. We have the less excuse inas- 
much as, until a special. issue of stamps 
could be provided, the Hongkong Post
